ON REBELS 

American Ship Wait* 
In Port to Rescue 
More Refugees 

By the Associated Press 
Loyal federal forces on land and 
bombing fleets in the skies 
smashed with new might at 
Spain’s Fascist rebels today while 
the American cruiser Quincy 
anchored in the southern harbor 
of Alicante—awaiting scores of 
United States citizens still ma¬ 
rooned in Madrid. 

Although previous advices in¬ 
dicated the evacuation of foreign¬ 
ers from the capital had started, 
the Washington state department 
received word the Madrid em¬ 
bassy planned to send approxi¬ 
mately 150 American refugees out 
on Thursday morning, presumably 
by train. 

Munition Dumps Bombed 

Columns of troops, anarchists, 
and laborers, supported by new 
bombing planes, converged on the 
rebel stronghold of Zaragoza tn 
the north, other aerial fleets 
struck at remaining insurgent 
garrisons elsewhere, and loyal 
raiders blasted enemy ammunition 
dumps in the mountains north of 
Madrid. 

At Bordeaux, France, authori¬ 
ties detained four British airliners 
pending investigation of a report 
they were bound for Spanish Mo- 
I rocco to ferry rebel reinforcements 
across the straits to Spain. 

Bowers Directs Rescue 
Aboard the “floating American 
1 embassy,” the cutter Cayuga, 

I United States Ambassador Claude 
Bowers directed efforts to res¬ 
cue American nationals on the 
Bay of Biscay and elsewhere in 
Spain. 

Artillery was wheeled again 
into action to crush Fascist garri¬ 
sons, particularly in the north. 

One report said rebel holdouts 
in the Loyola barracks, near San 
Sebastian, had surrendered un¬ 
conditionally, following a long 
siege. Fascist insurgents at Ovi¬ 
edo apparently still were hang¬ 
ing on to their garrison, but the 
government prepared a new bom¬ 
bardment. 

With new and intensive aerial 
warfare ordered against outlying 
rebel garrisons in several prov¬ 
inces, new outbursts of civil war 
rocked the mountain barriers to 
Madrid itself. 

Both Claim Victory 
Both the leftist government'and 
the Fascist rebels, marching down 
out of the north, claimed victory.

considered harbor problems setting 
aside a certain area for aqua¬ 
planing.

Service was his watchword. 

A brief summary of his life 
might be in order: He was born 
in Henry county, Ky., Oct. 10, 
1839. He came to California by 
way of Panama. He made a 
small fortune in the gold fields, 
then returned to Athens, Mo., 
where he started in business. 

In 1869 he came to Santa Ana, 
where he could see the opportu¬ 
nities to grow and serve. He 
founded the city in what he was 
sure would be the greatest agri¬ 
cultural empire in the world. 
His faith in the future was most 
inspiring. His life is inspiring 
to all who read about him. 

The people of Santa Ana have 
a most worthy father to revere. 
He died in 1915, at the age of 
86, after a most worthy life. 


Santa Ana owes more to the 
memory of William Spurgeon 
than any man in her history. 
In this short article I can only 
list the services he rendered to 
the city that he founded in 1869. 

He built the first store build¬ 
ing at Fourth and West street, 
now Broadway. The store was 
of rough redwood, 18x36. He 
conducted a successful business 
there, based upon service to his 
customers. 

He provided the first water 
system for the city of Santa 
Ana. When the city was incor¬ 
porated in 1886 he was instru¬ 
mental in building a public 
water system that took the place 
of his private system that could 
not supply the demand. 

He was a member of the first 
city council in 1886. He was the 
first postmaster. He was a 
member of the first board of 
supervisors. 

He was the chief influence in 
getting the stage route to come

Its 
position will be near the eastern 
horizon at midnight, almost op¬ 
posite the point where the sur. 
goes down.

The custom of going without 
stockings and of wearing cut-out 
sandals in the summertime has 
many good points.

Very few of the exposed legs or 
feet are beautiful, and some of 
them are downright ugly, with 
their unhealthy, pallid color, coarse 
dark hairs and calloused places on 
the heels and ankles. Go sockless 
if you wish it is a healthy habit 

but do make sure that your legs 
are worthy of you. 

The skin must be soft and 
smooth. That means that if there 
is a heavy growth of hair, it must 
he removed. 

The color must be good unless 
you want your legs to look start¬ 
lingly naked and odd. So sit out 
in the sun and toast both legs 
and feet until they are nicely 
tanned. Apply a suntan oil just as 
you do to your face.

The average circumference of a 
baby's head at birth is from thir¬ 
teen to fourteen inches at the level 
of the eyebrows. It grows very 
rapidly during the first year, in¬ 
creasing about four inches. This 
rate of growth then decreases rap¬ 
idly and is very slow after the 
fifth year. 

At birth the bones of the head 
are separated slightly and can be 
moved. At the back of the crown 
and at the top in front are two 
openings, or soft spots. As the 
head grows these are filled in with 
bone The one at the back closes 
about the end of the second or 
third month, and the one in front 
at about eighteen months. 

If these close too rapidly, it may 
indicate some interference with 
the development of the brain. If 
'hey do not close by the end of 
the second year, the presence of 
rickets is to be suspected. 

The free movement of the bones 
of the skull allows for compres¬ 
sion and occasionally queer de¬ 
formities result at birth These 
disappear usually during the first 
month. Flattening of the head at 
the back or sides results when the 
child lies in one position too long. 
Changing the position will correct 
this.

vou can serve for a summer din¬ 
ner.

Just wipe your fillet quickly 
with a cloth wrung out of cold 
water, wrap it in a piece of clean 
cheesecloth so it will hold its 
shape and immerse it In gently 
simmering water that has been 
salted and acidulated with lemon 
juice.

Full Speed Ahead, Orange County 

W ITH striking Valencia pickers going back to the 
groves, everybody who has been hurt by this un¬ 
fortunate strike can be thankful that the end is in sight. 
The county has had its stomachful of violence, misery, 
agitators, vigilantes, cracked heads, investigations and 
denials. 

Now that peace seems to be here, let’s take stock of 
the situation. 

The innocent public, as usual, has been the chief suf¬ 
ferer. There’s a terrific bill for the taxpayer in the sal¬ 
aries and expenses of the orchard guards, the sheriff’s 
new arsenal, the arrests and other items. And a $200,000 
headache is coming if the county goes through with its 
plans to try the more than 100 strikers now under arrest, 
according to Superior Judge James L. Allen. 

But the citrus industry, as a whole, with its thousands 
of ranchers, managers, employes and their dependents, 
seems to be functioning smoothly without any more in¬ 
ternal bumps. This accomplishment alone is worth mil¬ 
lions of dollars. Because the citrus business is the main¬ 
stay of the orange empire—and if it has rough going, 
everyone suffers proportionately. 

Pickers apparently are satisfied with the wage, trans¬ 
portation and picking equipment concessions granted to j 
them by the growers. 

Growers are happy, no doubt, to be able to improve 
the condition of the men working for them. Now that 
the market is good, they’ll be able to pull through what 
otherwise might have been a tight squeeze. 

And as for the agitators who did so much to start 
and stimulate the strike, they seem to have departed for 
other territory—thank God. Let’s hope they never 
come back. 

In summary, Orange county has come through a 
dangerous crisis without any permanent damage. The 
road looks clear and straight ahead. The green light is 
shining. Let’s forget our past differences, climb on the 
bandwagon together, and roll full speed down the highway 
to the land of prosperity and contentment for all that 
should rightfully be Southern California.

Bad Neighbor for France 

T AKE a look at the map of Europe and you’ll see why

Military dictators have a way of firing up their sub¬ 
jects to go out and fight somebody for love of fatherland, 
racial egotism, more territory, or just pure cussedness.

She knows that if some 
Spanish dictator now starts waving the sword of the con- 
quistadores, she’ll be in a bad spot. The dictators might 
gang up and take away the foreign colonies that she stole 
from the natives.

The Fascist and royalist leaders fighting for control 
of Spain are a blood-crazy lot. They believe in terror, 
like the Leftists they are fighting, and they’ve even 
decreed the death penalty, in a radio announcement from j 
Cadiz, for anyone attempting to hold a union meeting. 

If they promise death to the union workers of their own 
country, what wouldn’t they do on the warpath in a for¬ 
eign land? 

France—already torn by internal strike—knows she 
will be in a tight spot, with restless Fascist and Nazi 
bayonets bristling on three sides.

B ELIEVE it or not, Howard Scott, the high priest of 
Technocracy, is still pointing the way to the prom¬ 
ised land, although his organization folded up like a tent 
three years ago.

Within 20 months it would reach 
a technological impasse because the interference control 
exercised by a fascist monopoly doesn’t blockade the rate 
of flow coming from a great number of small establish¬ 
ments, because of the intermittent operation involved. Be¬ 
sides, there are factors endemic to this continent alone. 

And that’s that!
